A Madison County circuit 
judge ruled Monday that several 
Pontoon Road residential proper- 
ties near Maryville Road should 
be rezoned commercial. 

Granite cy officials say the 
decision could open up a tradi- 
tionally residential area to com- 
mercial use. They plan to ask 
Associate Judge Wendell Durr to 
reconsider his decision. 

Should Durr refuse, the city 
will appeal the decision, Assis- 
tant City Attorney Ed Fitzhenry 
said Tuesday. 

Leon Scroggins, a Granite-City 
lawyer, filed suit on behalf of 
Richard Seiler, Fred and Muriel 
Fossieck, and Joseph and 
Mildred Bohnenstiehl more than 
a year ago after their attempts 
to have their property rezoned 
were denied. 


“‘What is unusual (about the 
decision) is the court has desig- 
nated a zoning classification’ 
not requested by the residents, 
Fitzhenry said. 

The lawsuit, filed Dec. 19, 
1990, sought to have the proper- 
ties located at 2401, 2415 and 2425 
Pontoon Road changed from R-1 
(residential) to C-5 (heavy com- 
mercial). But Durr ruled that 


the property should be rezoned_ 


C-2 (ight commercial). 

“The court really can’t desig- 
nate the zoning. (It) should 
either uphold the city’s denial or 
find it arbitrary and capricious,” 
Fitzhenry said. 

“If the court rules the latter, 
then the owners should get what 
they asked for. But we think the 
preponderance of the evidence 
supported a ruling for the city.” 

Fitzhenry said the city will file 
a post-trial motion asking the 
court to reconsider its decision

and find specifically that none of 
the property owners are entitled 
to commercial zoning. Should 
that fail, the city will appeal the 
decision, he said. 

Scroggins plans to file a post 
trial motion of his own, he said. 

“We will file for reconsidera- 
tion, and I think the court's find 
ings will justify C-5 zoning,” 
Scroggins said. 

The suit alleged that the refus- 
al by the city to change the zon- 
ing is ‘unconstitutional, unlawful 
and without basis in fact.’ 

The city argued that, while 
property on the south side of 
Pontoon Road — a Huck’s con- 
venience store, Magna Colonial 
Bank and ‘a chiropractic

To elect or not to elect? 


In 1977 the residents of Granite City made it quite clear that 
they wanted a say in who would supervise the city’s street 
department. By a 10 to 1 margin they said they wanted to 
elect a street superintendent. - 

The voters wanted someone to be directly responsible for 
seeing that tholes were filled and snow-covered streets 
were cleared. The voters wanted to know where the buck 
stops when they had a problem with their roads. 

During the next 15 years, the voters got politicians with 
higher: aspirations, seeing the citywide, high-profile elected 
office of street superintendent as a stepping stone to bigger 
and better opportunities. 

In April 1991, Clayton ‘‘Jug’’ Harrison said he, too, was 
tired of politics being a part of the street superintendent’s 
job, and said he wanted to run the street department and 
nothing else. The voters liked the idea and gave him the job. 

Running the department is an enormous job, but apparent- 
ly not big enough because within the first six months of 
Harrison’s four-year term he was knee deep in the politics he 
campaigned to avoid. 

Harrison said recently, ‘‘I’m running the department well. 
The men are doing a beautiful job.’’ Residents are happy to 
hear that and even more pleased if they can see physical 
evidence in the condition of city streets. 

But how is it then that Harrison has spent a majority of his 
time in office ‘‘dodging bullets’’? ” 

Many of those bullets can be attributed to the politics that 
surround city government, but Harrison has too often made 
himself a target by encroaching into territories beyond the 
scope of street department responisibilities. 

A lot of people must be beginning to question their 
judgment in making the superintendent of streets an elected 
position, since the position and politics can’t seem to be 
separated. 

he system should be able to work. The problems that 
plague the street department are non-existent for the trea- 
surer and city clerk, elected positions with representatives 
who stay within their own boundaries. 

Harrison needs to prove that his job can be accomplished 
without the power struggle of politics hanging over it. 

If he cannot acheive that goal — which he set-for himself 
during the campaign — then the people need to demand it be 
an appointed position. 

Patience is wearing thin. The time for Harrison to prove 
voters made the right choice in 1977 and 1991 is now.

What does this mean to the world? It means, of course, that we 
must supply the homes, the furniture, the roads, the water sup- 
plies, food, etc., for 10,000 people. It is comparable to a city of 
that many persons appearing every hour. This goes on 24 hours a 
day, every day of the year. At this rate, the total added popula- 
tion is about 93 million for 1991. The stress on the environment is 
severe; the world birth rate is- too high. 

Nigeria, in West Africa, has the highest birth rate. Other exam- 
ples of countries with prodigious birth rates are: Bangladesh, in 
Asia, and our next-door neighbor, Mexico. There are some com- 
mon factors in all these countries. The population is miserably 
poor and education in these countries is minimal. 

Also, women in these countries have a,very limited status; they 
have little control over their own personal destiny. Religion, eco- 
nomic conditions and native culture restrict the freedom of women 
in most developing countries 

The United States is in a unique world leadership position and 
could have a profound effect on this alarming world birth-rate 
problem. The U.S. could encourage the aforementioned countries 
to improve the status of women, and also encourage family plan- 
ning. Most poor countries are hard-pressed to meet the barest 
essential needs of the citizens they already have. Adding more 
people compounds the problems. 

Norplant, a fertility control, is an example of how some prog- 
ress could be made. Norplant is a series of small plastic inserts 
that can be implanted in the upper arm of a woman. These 
implants very slowly release a synthetic hormone that prevents an 
egg from being released from the ovaries. Each Norplant can 
et pregnancy for up to five years. Anytime a pregnancy may 

desired, the implant can be removed and the normal female 
cycle begins again. ans Pees 

This type of family planning is not being promoted by the 
United States, but-it should be. Let's hope that the U.S. will soon 
take a vigorous leadership role in attempting to control the run- 
away birth rate around the world. If the U.S. does not, then it 
probably will not be done. And if the birth rate is not brought 
under control, the world will suffer the ravages of overpopulation. 

Human beings are already crowding out much of the natural life 
forms that occupy Earth, which could become more and more 
impoverished and despoiled by an ever-increasing horde of 
humans. The huge mass of humanity will severely restrict how 
any individual can live. The world could become a decidedly less 
desirable place. 

The world must take immediate action to slow down and eventu- 
ally ‘stop this disastrous population increase. Unless the human 
population is held in check, all attempts to save specific forms of 
wildlife could be doomed. There may be no place for them. It is 
that simple.

Five task forces 
fight drug abuse 


TO THE EDITOR: 

I read with great interest 
your editorial in the Press-Re- 
cord/Journal regarding the need 
for prevention of alcohol and 
other drugs to be a community 
effort. 

I also read the front page sto- 
ry you ran several weeks ago 
interviewing a local drug dealer 
and a resident of the communi- 
ty. The resident stated repeated- 
ly that he thought nothing was 
being done in the community 
effort for drug and alcohol pre- 
vention. 

Both of these articles prompt- 
ed me to write and let you know 
about the efforts of. a number of 
groups of citizens in the Tri-Cit- 
ies area 

As a professional in the field 
of prevention, I frequently hear 
there is nothing being done in 
the community effort for drug 
and alcohol prevention. On the 
contrary, there is a great deal 
being done in the Tri-Cities area 
in prevention programming. 

Through a grant from the Tri- 
Cities Area United Way, Coordi- 
nated Youth Services and Piasa 
Health Care began a program 
six months ago called Healthy 
Lifestyles. 

Healthy Lifestyles is a commu- 
nity-based drug and alcohol pre- 
vention program developed to 
respond to the need for preven- 
tion programming. To determine 
this need, SIUE was commis- 
sioned to conduct a needs assess- 
ment in this community. 

Healthy Lifestyles is a pro- 
gram intended to complement 
already existing services such as 
the school-based DARE_pro- 
gram, the Visions for the Future 
Program in cooperation with the 
Madison County Housing Author- 
ity, and Project Cleanup, to 
name a few. 

Healthy Lifestyles involves the 
entire community: businesses, 
churches, government, schools 
and family. 

We conduct community educa- 
tion sessions, parenting work- 
shops, senior citizen wellness 
programs, workplace training 
and youth workshops. These pro- 

‘ams are available to the pub- 
lic free of charge by contacting 
me at Coordinated Youth. 

One irhportant component of 
the program is the formation of 
community task forces in Gran- 
ite City, Pontoon Beach, Mitchell 
and Venice. 

Madison already has an active 
task force with Madisonians 
Against Drug Abuse (MADA). 

The task forces are comprised 
of citizens who have the desire 
to impact their community for 
change. These task forces work 
as a unifying force to inform 
communities of existing drug 
and alcohol programs. 

In addition, the role of task 
forces will be that of identifying 
areas of concern in their respec- 
tive communities and developing 
strategies to enable community 
residents to experience even 
healthier lifestyles.

Ortbals: Plant could attract industry

The hazardous-waste treat- 
ment facility proposed in Gran- 
ite City would not be a danger to 
the environment, and would be a 
seed for drawing other industry 
into the area, Granite City Eco- 
nomic Development Director 
Alan Ortbals said this week. 

Eticam-Granite Inc. would 
treat hazardous industrial sludg- 
es and solids and recycle metals. 

“This plant is not like any- 
thing we have in town,”” Ortbals 
said. ‘‘They're a good group of 
people and.their business is on 
the cutting edge of technology."” 

Other businesses would come 
into this region to be close to the 
treatment service, Ortbals pre- 
dicted. 

The facility would provide 
commercial hazardous-waste 
management for a wide variety 
of industrial clients. It would 
recover metal-bearing waste 
from the waste received from 
metal finishing and electronics 
firms. 

Officials began working to 
bring the proposed plant into 


into the districts of Hall and 
Younge. 

The county organization has 
not yet made endorsements for 
representative but its screening 
committee is meeting today and 
the endorsements are expected 
to be made this evening.

Disability applicants can have 
representation at agency hearings

When unemployment increases 
so does the number of Social 
Security disability claims. About 
60 percent of applicants for disa-

Your representative also can 
charge a fee. However, no fee 
may be charged without written 
approval from the Social Securi- 
ty Administration.

And Social Security will auto- 
matically approve fees that are 
no more than 25 percent of past- 
due benefits, or $4,000, whichev- 
er is less. No itemized bill is 
necessary unless a higher fee is 
requested. 

You can choose an attorney or 
other qualified person to repre- 
sent you. Some organizations 
can help you find an attorney or 
give you free legal services if 
you qualify. Some attorneys 
don’t charge unless you receive 
benefits. 

If you are represented by an 
attorney, 25 percent of your 
past-due Social Security benefits 
are. withheld to pay toward the 
fee. 

Q. I'm retired and I've .been 
drawing Social Security for the 
last couple of years. I had quite 
a bit of income in 1991 from my 
pension and rentals. What sourc- 
es of income count against that 
$7,080 limit on people on Social 
Security? 

A. Only wages and net earn- 
ings from self-employment count 
for Social Security’s earnings 
limit (commonly called the 
retirement test). Your pension 
does not count. Other sources of 
income that don’t count against 
the earnings limit include inter- 
est, annuities, dividends, capital 
gains and unemployment com- 
pensation. 

Rental income usually doesn’t 
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count either. For example, 
rent out a house or apartment 
building, the net rents’ don’t 
count against the earnings limit. 
There are a couple of exceptions 
to that rule. Rental income can 
count as earnings if you are a 
real estate dealer or if you rent 
out farm land and are material- 
ly participating in the farming 
operation. 

Q. Who decides if a person’s 
physical or mental impairment 
is severe enough for Social Secu- 
rity benefits to be paid? 

A. Social Security has a con- 
tract with 54 “state’’ govern- 
ments (the 50 states, the District 
of Columbia, Puerto Rico, Guam 
and the Northern Mariana 
Islands) to make disability deci- 
sions. Each of the 54 has a Disa- 
By. Determination Service 
(DDS) that is funded by federal 
money and makes disability 
decisions based on federal rules. 

Social Security offices take 
applications for benefits and gets 
information from the claimant 
on the kind of impairment and 
sources of treatment. DDS con- 
tacts doctors and collects medi- 
cal evidence. DDS also arranges 
for additional medical examina- 
tions if needed. Every year, 
each DDS processes more than 2 
million disability decisions.

Management satisfied with jobless insurance 


The Management Association 
of Illinois (MAI) recently polled 
its 2,000 members statewide to 
ascertain member opinions on 
unemployment insurance issues. 

Wit the current five-year 
agreement on unemployment 
insurance between business and 
labor due to expire on Dec. 30, 
1992, the results of the survey 
will serve as a guide to MAI as 
it joins in negotiation with other 
business groups and organized 
labor. 

MAI serves as one of the chief 
negotiators for Illinois employers 
in the UI agreed bill process. 

MAI Chief Operating Officer 
Jay Shattuck, commenting on 
the survey results, said, 
survey results clearly indicate a 
general satisfaction with the cur- 
rent. unemployment insurance 
system in Illinois.” 

Shattuck added, ‘‘In regard to 
benefit levels, UI tax levels and 
UI forms, employers do not see 
a need for any great changes. 
There is.a very strong sentiment 
from employers that UI benefits 
should be denied in situations 
involving labor disputes.’” 

An overwhelming majority 
(81.2 percent) of respondents 
agree that benefits should be 
denied to those employees 
involved in a labor dispute. 

“Employers also indicated in 
the survey that ‘misconduct’ is 
an area that needs attention dur- 
ing the next negotiations,” Shat- 
tuck said. Eighty-eight percent 
maintain that the current rules 
governing misconduct under the 
UI Act are a high priority and 
59.2 percent believe that the UI 
Act inadequately protects 
employers’ interests. 

Some of the highlights of this 
survey include: 

* 58.4 percent of the respon- 
dents maintain that the issue of 
UI benefits to ‘‘locked-out’’ 
employees is a medium to high
